T^us  far,  in  deference  to  England  and  i.ncrica,  end  because 
of  her  own  supply  situation  end  lrck  of  tonnage,  and  so  forth 
Japan  hes  done  little  in  this  direction.  But  even  where 
such  reasons  did  not  exist,  bureaucratic  restraints  end 
involved  procedural  regulations  hevc  produced  difficulties 
and  delays.  On  the  basis  of  e  pronise  by  Motsucka,  the  • 
WoVlthat  Delegation  should  probably  be  able  to  obtain 
inprovenents. 

We  ere  likewise  counting  on  Japanese  help  v.-ith  blockade- 
runners  and  auxiliary  cruisers  for  tve  trnnsporta.tion  of 
such  rav?  natcrirls  to  Gcrrirny. 


2  (c).  giv_£onipj‘..Econor.ic  Relations  after  the  War. 
According  to  the  Genian  conception,  the  great  possibilities 
r  ich  exist  for  tvc  nev?  order  of  cconci  ic  relations  between 
the  Europcan-Africa.n  econor.ic  sphere  under  tvc  leadership 
ef  Gernany  end  Ita.ly  and  the  Greater  Asiatic  econor.ic  sphere 
under  the  leader  of  Japan  can  only  be  fully  realized  if 
natters  ere  carried  cut  in  a  grand  r.anncr.  For  this  reason 
tht  freest  possible  trade  exe'^nge  should  take  place.  As  a 
natter  of  principle  one  shculd  reserve  tc  oneself  preference 
ever  tvird  countries.  Over-centralization  with  its  unavoid¬ 
able  hindrances  should  be  shunned.  Rather,  Japan  should  be 
able  to  cerry  on  business  and  uakc  trade  agrccnents  directly 
with  tvc  independent  countries  in  the  Gcrr.an-Italian  Spvcrc, 
and  conversely,  Gcma.ny  and  Italy  with  t^c  independent 
countries  in  tre  Japanese  Sphere,  On  the  otvcr  hand,  the 
Japanese  conception  according  to  previous  statenents  of 
governr.ient  representatives  in  Tokyo  is  that  Gernany  should 
have  trade  dealings  with  countries  like  China,  Indochina  and 
olso  the  Netherlands  Indies  not  directly,  but  only  through 
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Jrpon.  Ho  fundp.nental  aggravation  of  this  question  has  yet 
occurred,  as  we  Vove  been  dependent  cnywry  on  Japanese  support 
in  ir.ports  in  our  trf.de  during  the  v:rr  with  tvc  countries 
nentioned.

2,  That  raid  original  Foreign  Office  files  and  archives  wore 
captured  end  obtained  by  military  forces  under  the  command  of  tho 
Suoromc  Commander,  ;  ilioi  Expeditionary  Forces,  nnc  upon  their  seizure 
riid.  capturo  were  first  ancon  led  by  said  military  forces  at  a 
Military  Document  Contor  at  Marburg,  Germany,  rnd  were  later  mevod 
by  authorised  personrel  of  said  Allied  forces  to  said  central  documents 
center,  above  referred  to,  and  known  a.o  the  Berlin  Documents  Contor. 


3.  Tha.t  I  was  neoignod  to  or  id  d'.cunont  centor  at  Marburg, 
Germany,  on*  August  16,  1946;  and  said  cr.pturod  German  Foreign  Off  ice 
files  and  erchivon  first  came  into  ny  possession  and  control  while 

I  was  stationed  at  Mar'ourg,  Gernrny,  end  that  thereafter  the  same 
frrvo  continued  in  ay  possoesicn  and  custody  a.nd  under  my  control. 

4.  That  tho  document  to  yhich  thin  affidavit  is  attached  is  a 
truo  and  correct  pkotOBtatic  copy  of  an  original  German  Foroign 
Cffice  document  which  wrs  captured  fron  said  German  Foreign  Office 
files  and  archives,  and  which  came  into  my  posscseion  and  custody 
ar.d  under  sy  control  in  tho  manner  above  sot  forth. 

5.  That  said  original  docuaor.t,  of  wr.ich  tho  attached  is  a 
ohotortatic  copy,  is  being  held  a rd  retained  by  me  in  order  that 
it  may  be  examined  and  inspected  by  various  interested  agencies, 

Knd  a*  photosta.tic  copy  of  eaid  original  io  hereby  furnished,  and 
certified  to  hec-.uee  of  the  unav*  liability  of  said  original  for 
the  reasono  above  sot  forth.
